Not long after 
Capt. M. called upon me, and finding by his 
account the common ſymptoms of intempe- 
ranee, I ordered him a grain of calomel in a 
pill, to be ſwallowed every night for ſix nights, 
and limited his quantity of wine to one pint a 
day, and his diet to that which I thought 
vVould be eaſieſt of digeſtion, ſuch as animal 
food without any raw vegetables, pickles, pie- 
eruſt, or ſweetmeats. I ſaw him him once or 
twice within the firſt week, and being in- 
formed by him, that he thought himſelf much 
better, I only deſired him to repeat one of 
his pills every ſecond, or third night, for two 
or three weeks longer, and to. adhere to his 
regimen.

In no other manner had 
I any farther converſation with Capt. M. un- 
til a day or two before his departure for Lon- 
don, when after a ride from a dinner in the 
country, he had been expoſed to a very heavy 
ſhower of rain, and was attacked the next day 
with an inflammation of the tonſils. Being 
then ſent for to him, for what he ſuppoſed a 
new diſeaſe, I ordered him a purgative doſe 
of caſtor Oil, which he had in the houſe, to be 
taken immediately, and wrote a preſcription 
ſor a gargle with muriatic acid, and a ſudori- 
fic doſe of laudanum and antimony to be 
taken at bed-time. The next morning he 
appeared free from fever, his ſore throat was 
gone, and he proceeded either that after- 
noon or the day after for London and Wool- 
wich, Theſe were the only two preſcriptions 
I ever wrote for Capt. M. prior to his diſeaſe 
being detected by Dr. Rollo.

Though Capt. M. was exceedingly pune- 
tual in every thing which related to his duty 
as a ſoldier, yet I could not make him, for 
any length of time, exact in aſcertaining the 
quantity of his drink, or of his urine.

dical reſtrigtions. Dr. Rollo ſuppoſes all that 
has been {aid before his work on diabetes, 
may be learned from Drs. Cullen, Dobſon, 
Home, and Richter. Though Dr. Cullen has 
referred only to twelve authors, Dr. Dobſon 
to none, Dr. Home to ſeven, and Dr. Rich- 
ter to four, on this diſeaſe, yet there can be 
no doubt but they have all read much on the 
ſubject. The ſpeculations of Dr. Cullen and 
Dr. Beddoes, have led Dr. Rollo to experi- 
ments which will give great credibility to the 
random cures of diabetes, that are to be met 
with in books, and to the adoption of a treat- 
ment which will ſometimes cure, and always, 
probably as long as the diet can be adhered 
to, ſuſpend the diſeaſe. But as a ſyſtematic 
writer, Dr. Cullen is defective on the diabe- 
tes, in not mentioning the heat, and ſome-

As the 
proximate cauſe of diabetes has varied with 
the theories of medicine which have pre- 
Wilde in n the different ages, it may appear de- 
n. 
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firable to a ſpeculative ' reader, that no opi- 
nion of this diſeaſe be altogether overlooked; 
And as it is not always eaſy, by reading, to 
determine the gradations of the ſweet, the 
inſipid, and the celiac, diabetes from each 
other, I have directed the attention of the 
reader to thoſe varieties of the diſeaſe, which 
I have been able to collect from authors/-' 
I cannot pretend, from the ſcaittyiteſiubes 
of a country collection of books, to enume- 
rate all the authors on diabetes, though in 
ſearching for the particular ſymptoms hien 
I met with in Capt. M. I have glanced at the 
opinions and cafes that are ſcattered through 
many works. But from the want of ſeveral

to their having any diſeaſe, it is probable, 
they had originally more appetite than the 
generality of people. Almoſt ali perſons new- 
ly arrived in an bot climate, if they remain 
free from acute diſeaſes, may be aid to la.

All things are ſubject to change. The 
greateſt change that man is ſubjett to, is 
that from life to death. A man dies, when in 
himſelf, the innate fire of the heart is extin- 
guiſhed or killed; when it is unſupplied with 
the convenient food, or deprived of proper 
air by inſpiration. The proper food for this 
fire is good blood. Blood is ſupplied by the 
aliments taken by the mouth, conſiſting of ſo- 
lids and liquids. The change which the food 
undergoes, is called chylification by ſome, 
but by Sylvius, fermentation. There are 
two ſorts of diſſolutions ariſing from mixture, 
the one may be called diſtruction, the other 
diſſolution. That with a ſudden and evident 
diffolution by fire, is called burning. The other 
happening through water, without evident loſs 
of parts, is called fermentation, and when the 
fermentation 1s accompanied with fætor, it 1s 
called putrefaction. There is a double union 
of mixture; the ſtrongeſt is ſalt, the weakeſt 
is oil, water weakens the force of the firſt, 
fire changes or deſtroys that of the fecond. _ 
The freſh; expreſſed juice of fruit, with a 
proper degree of heat and air; corn, honey, 
"y * 
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or raiſins, ' boiled with water, and expoſed in 
convenient veſſels to'the air; maſſes preſerved 
from flour, with a proper degree of air, water; 
and heat, are all ſaid to be fermented. This 
proceſs, according to Sylvius, is ſimilar to 
cbylification, which is totally different from 
the ebullition, which is excited by the mix- 
ture of quick lime with water, or from effer- 
veſcence, which he calls a battle of lixivial 
ſalts with acids. The lixivial ſalt of the bile, 
according to him, is poured out from the 
liver to efferveſce, with the acid of fer- 
mented food, and the acid of the blood, to 
produce the vital efferveſcence or phænomina 
of life. Moſt diſeaſes ariſe from a deficiency 
or an exceſs of efferveſcence, which may ariſe 
from a deficiency or an exceſs of alkali from 
the liver. And an abolition, either of the 
alkali or of the acid, is an abolition of vital 
efferveſcence, which is death. But, as this 
hypotheſis is accompanied with no expe- 
riments, his method of cure is different 
from that of Dr. Rollo's. Sylvius recom- 
mends blending oily things with the acrid, 
onendiny volatile alkali, as emulſions of bar-

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ley, almonds, white poppies ſeed, melons, cus

| Michelwait, Wicherly, and Willis, was cured 
in a month's time, by a diſtillation of cypreſs 
tops, eggs, and milk, to which gum arabic, 
gum tragacanth, and ſaccharum penidium, 
were added. His diet conſiſted chiefly of 
milk, and he took every night an opiate 
draught. He afterwards relapſed, and then 
was cured by a ſimilar plan, and the addition 
of lime water. James, in his medical dictio- 
nary, ſays, that Willis gives © the hiſtory of a 
« woman of about fifty years of age, and of a 
full habit of body, who ſo long laboured 
under a diabetes and ſalivation ſucceeding 
each other alternately, that her ſtrength was 
ee highly exhauſted: For this patient, he pre- 
e ſcribed an infuſion of rhubarb in Canary 
* wine; a few days after, he ordered her Ful- 
* ler's decoftum catechu compoſitum, every 
« night: And for common drink, Florence 
« wine diluted with Briſtol waters; by which 
means, both diforders were effeQtually re- 
moved in two or three weeks, and the pa- 
* tient enjoyed perfect health for ſeveral years

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by Blaſius, I cannot find this caſe. And 
as Willis died many years before Fuller 
printed his Pharmacopeia, this cure is pro- 
bably extracted from ſome other author, and 
by miſtake attributed to Willis.

\ Liſter cured one of his patients by pota- 
tions of almonds and milk. And his other, by 
giving him wine boiled with "ax ; draughts 
of milk, and chicken broth. 
Morton cured Maſter ee who we 
the .honey-taſted-urine, with milk, the Iſling- 
ton ſpaw, and diacodium. But, until denti- 
tion was completed, this patient did not re- 
main free from relapſes of diabetes. 

Morton cured alſo Mr. Petit of a diabetes 
mellitus, with a milk diet, an aſtringent, ju- 
lep, and electuaries of bole and gum traga- 
canth, and the patient had remained five years 
free from relapſe, when Morton publiſhed. 
He had alſo cured the ſon of Mr. Petit of 
this diſeaſe; with a milk diet, aſtringents, and 
the Tunbridge water, who bad remained ten 
years without ſuffering any relapſe.

Dr. Ferriar's patient tack Mie thirſt and 
ſweetiſh urine of a true diabetes, and was 
cured by vitriolic acid and the bark. 

Dr. Peter Shee's* patient had been a gla- 
zier; and with the ſymptoms of diabetes, he 
had a paralytic affection of the right fide. 
Dr. Shee ſuſpended the diabetes for nine 
months, with gum kino, camphor, and ftores 
zinci, ſimarouba, valerian, and catechu, and 
a generous plan of diet. The patient repro- 
duced his difeaſe by intemperance and died. 
Mr. Scott, in his letter to Sir Joſeph: Banks, 
ſays, that he cured the only two inſtances of 
diabetes which he met with in India, by mer- 
cury, after many other remedies had been 
tried; that one of these patients relapſed, and 
he cured him with nitric acid. But it is

Dr. Storer removed the diabetic ſymptoms 
in a gentleman, for eight or nine weeks, by 
keeping up a ſoreneſs of the gums with mer- 
cury. But aſter the mercury was laid aſide, 
the diabetic ſymptoms recurred. 

Dr. Rollo, by the daily chemical examina- 
tion of Capt. M's urine, diſcovered that a 
diet of animal food prevented the appearance 
of any ſaccharine matter in the urine, and 
that the eating of any vegetable food, repro- 
duced ſugar in the urine in a very few hours. 
By a ſtrict adherence to a diet of animal food, 
and by the kali ſulphuratum, and hepatized 
ammonia, Capt. M. and many other diabetic 
patients have been cured, 
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N the peruſal of Dr. Rollo's work, the 
\— great improvement of his practice, ap- 
peared to me to have ariſen from the daily ex- 
periments which were made on the urine of his 
patient. By which experiments, Dr. Rollo 
has clearly proved, that almoſt all vegetable 
ſubſtances contain more ſaccharine- matter, 
than the organs of digeſtion of a diabetic pa- 
tient can aſſimulate: And, thus he has ena- 
bled prattitioners to explain, why the eating 
of a piece of apple might defeat the plan of 
cure, which had ſucceeded with the patients 
of Foreſtus, Colle, Willis, Sydenham, and 
other writers. But, J am inclined to deny, 
that either the ſymptoms which Capt. M. 
had, or the blood which was firſt drawn from 
him, or the quantity of ſugar which was daily 
detected 
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deteQed in his urine, were any proofs of a 
ſuper-oxygenated ſtate of his ſyſtem. The 
copper-coloured bloickes on Capt. M's ſkin, 
which preceded any other ſymptoms of diſ- 
| eaſe, and the ecchymoſis which he had about 
the toes upon the preſſure of them, only from 
walking croſs a room, ſoon after the detec- 
tion of his diſeaſe, were n no n of 
a ſuper-oxygenated ſyſ tem. 
The firſt-drawn blood . this patient, 
een pretenſions it might have to inſlam- 
matory blood, yet it wanted that red colour 
which Dr. Beddoes has defined to be the cha- 
raceriſtic of faper-oxygenated blood. Per- 
haps, it was the want of humidity, and not the 
exceſs of oxygene in Capt. M's blood, which 
prevented it from becoming putrid. For, if 
oxygenated ſubſtances kept longer ſrom pu-

The quantity of ſugar detected in Brew urine - 


off: Capt. M. was calculated at twenty-nine 
ountes in the twenty-four: hours, which, one 
would think, was more than the whole quan- 
tity of food ſwallowed would yield; therefore, 
the greateſt part of the ſugar muſt have been 


derived from the air; and the kidnies muſt 


bave robbed the whole ſyſtem of oxygene, 
and left the patient in that late of diſ.oxyge. 
nation, which ſhould have cured the diabetes. 
The beft marked caſe of Richter's, is that; 
where the patient relapſed three different 
times. But, though the ſymptoms of ſea ſcur- 
vy appeared with the laſt relapſe of diabetes, 
yet it was taken away by. ſweet wort, Which, 
according to Dr. Rollo's theory, ſhould have 
cured the ſcurvy and increaſed the diabetes; 
In Dr. Marſhall's caſe, the blood had loſt 
all the red colour, and the utine had ceaſed 
to be ſweet, yet the intolerable thirſt conti- 
nued to the laſt. 

Dr. Rollo ſuppoſes the mercury to oxyge- 


nate the blood, and eu to be a diſeaſe 
where 
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where the blood is in a ſtate of diſ-oxygena- 
tion. Mercury cures the copper-coloured 
blotches in ſyphilis, why then does not mer- 
cury cure a true ſea ſeurvy? Suppoling the 
animal ſyſtem to be as much governed by 
chemical laws, as Dr. Rollo imagines, is an 
acid eructation from the ſtomach, or an acid 
taſte in the mouth, a proof of the ſurcharge 
of oxygene in the habit, when the fact is ad- 
mitted, that the more oxygene is added to 
the muriatic acid, the leſs acid it becomes? 
There are many practitioners“ beſides myſelf, 
who have had patients with acid eructations, 
| which were not to be ſubdued by alkalies, or 
the moſt diſ-oxygenated animal food. 
Hippocratesf ſays, they who have an acid 
eruQation, are not ſubject to pleuriſy. This 
aphoriſm I have always thought exceedingly 
valuable, as it diſcriminates. thoſe pains which 
cannot bear general bleeding, from thoſe 
which abſolutely require it. But Dr. Rollo, 
notwithſtanding the conſtant acid erudtations

The bark and alum, which was firſt ordexed 
for Capt. M. ſoon increaſed the heart-burn 
ſo much, that I was obliged to ſubſtitute bark, 
opium and calomel, and under that plan, 
his diabetes aſſumed ſuch a chronic form, as 
enabled him to perform the duty of Brigade- 
Major to Gen. Loftus, for ſeveral weeks. 
And Capt. M. did not reproduce the ſymp- 
toms of 'debility, until he had danced at an 
aſſembly, and accompanied on horſeback Gen. 
Loftus to and from Norwich, and afterwards 
rode to Beccles and back again, which journies 
were both performed in the courſe of a few 
days, and amounted to more than 70 miles. 
As ſoon as the diſeaſe took on a more active 
appearance, I recollected Dr. Rollo's original 
requeſt, and haſtened Capt. M. to Woolwich. 
My reaſons why I had not ordered Capt. M. 
to be bled, were ſtated to Dr. Rollo, and ac- 
knovledged by him; as may be feen in the 
letters which form the appendix. A Captain 
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of the Oxford militia, was quartered at that 
time in Yarmouth, whoſe father had been cured 
| of a diabetes, by the Briſtol water. I had alſo 
informed Dr. Rollo of the caſe of Dr. , 
near Bury, in Suffolk, who had been three 
times cured of this diſeaſe, by drinking the 
Briſtol water on the ſpot. And, as J had found 
by my reading, that in the time of Leigh, Short, 
and Blackmore, Briſtol water was conſidered 
as a re in the diabetes, I had adviſed 
Capt. M. if his diſeaſe was not in the courſe

Though the adtitionel number OT patients, 
which the connections of many militia regi- 
ments and a fleet drew about Yarmouth at a 
very ſickly ſeaſon of the year, left me no lei- 
ſure to enter upon experiments on' the blood 
of Capt. M. yet, J do not heſitate to ſay, I 
would not ſacrafice the immediate ſafety of 


any patient, ſo far to curioſity, as to order 


him to be bled under the rapid increaſe of 
debility, which was deſcribed in my firſt letter 
to Dr. Rollo, to oblige him, or any phyſician 
in the kingdom. 
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By a. ſet of very ingenious experiments, 
Mr. Cruickſhanks has proved, that the acid 
of milk, or ſaccholactic acid, is different from 
the oxalic acid of diabetic urine. But, had 
he extended his experiments to that morbidly 


ſweet milk, which takes place in many women 


before they can be prevailed on to wean their 
children, probably he would have found its 
chemical properties differ but little, if at all, 


from the ſaccharine urine of a diabetic pa- 


tient.

Dr. On- 
tyd has diſcuſſed three of the cauſes, which 
have been by different writers, ſuppoſed the 
proximate cauſe of diabetes; via. Whether 
it be a general diſeaſe of the ſyſtem, or an 
 imperfe& aſſimulation from a local diſeaſe of 
the ſtomach, or whether it ariſes from a local 
diſeaſe of the kidnies? Dr. Ontyd, after 
examin ing them all, comes to the f ollowing 
concluſion. Diabetes, therefore, is by no 
© means a diſeaſe of the ſyſtem in general, or

tepid baths; and afterwards, tonics to prtzvent

Dr. Ontyd approves of Sond and 8 
local drains, where the diſeaſe aroſe from 
ſuppreſſed eruptions, dried- up ulcers, &c. but 
not otherwiſe, eſpecially if much debility pre- 
vail. On the ſubject of bleeding, he thinks 
in caſes of local inflammation only, it ought 
to be recommended; but in general, he thinks 
this operation, as only tending to weaken, 
ought to be omitted.

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This plan reduced the ſize of the abdomen, 
increaſed the ſpirits, removed the coſtiveneſs, 
and cleared the complexion. And, as he 
thought himſelf getting well, after I had made 
him two or three viſits, I only recommended 
him to perſiſt in the ſame plan of diet, and to 
take a grain of calomel once or twice a week, 
as he might find occaſion. I ſaw no more of 
him until a few days before his departure for 
London, when he had been expoſed to a very 
heavy rain in the evening, after a dinner i in 
the country, which brought on a ſlight in- 
flammation of the fauces, chillineſs, coſtive- 
neſs, & c.

loration of it, and the glans penis very dif- 
ferent from the phymoſis which accompanies 
a recent venereal inflammation. The red- 
neſs was dull and opaque, approaching to that 

of raw beef. I tried ſudorifics, zinc, iron, 
| anguſtura, and a variety of aſtringent medi- 
cines, to no purpole, for many weeks. He at 
laſt declined coming to me, and I was unable 
to learn afterwards what became of him. Your 
letter, and the recollection of this caſe, made 
me anxious to advert to the heat which Capt. 
M. had complained of about the penis. Upon 
examination of the penis, I found that he had 
the ſame ſort of redneſs of the glans penis 
and phymoſis, as that, which I have juſt de- 
ſcribed in the caſe of my former patient. 
There 1s only this difference, that the phy- 
moſis is ſo complete in Capt. M. that he can 
but juſt expoſe the point of the glans: whereas 
the other patient could, with ſome difficulty, 
denude the glans. But this difference ſeems 
to have ariſen, merely from the original dif- 
ference in the formation of the two prepuces. 
Capt. M. could, however, prior to the diabe- 
tes, denude his — penis. And, although

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this redneſs and phymoſis have not been men- 
tioned by authors, I think it is very probable, 
that theſe appearances may be found to ac- 
company this diſeaſe. Belides the above ſymp- 
toms and diabetes, Capt. M. bas had two 
other ſymptoms take place upon his journey 
to this town. The one vas a veſication of the 
leg, which has broken into a flat livid ulcer, 
of the ſize of a ſhilling. The other is a livid- 
looking and pulpy- feeling tumor under the 
lower. jaw, of the ſize of the largeſt hen's egg, 
which is extremely painful, and looks as if it 
would ulcerate in a few days. I obſerve, 
alfo, that the ſkin the whole length of each ti- 
bia is of a browniſh yellow colour, as in ſea 
ſcurvy, &c. and that his legs are varicoſe. 
Indeed, he appears to me to be ſo weakened 
and ſhrunk ſince his expedition to London, 
that I ſhould wiſh to avail myſelf of any the- 
ory which you may have formed towards re- 
lieving this diſeaſe. I am giving him an 
electuary of equal parts of bark and alum, in 
the quantity of a nutmeg, every four hours. 
And confining him to a pint of wine a day, 
and as dry a diet as poſſible, forbidding at

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the ſame time, his drink to be warm, or the 
quantity of drink to exceed two or three 
ſpoofuls at a time. And, in order to allay 
the ſenſation of thirſt, I permit him to amuſe 
bimſelf by keeping cold water in his mouth, 
as often as he likes.

By this plan, the quantity of * urine as 
been reduced within tneſe laſt twenty-four 
hours, to the quantity of liquids ſwallowed, 
although it before exceeded the drink by 
three quarts a day. And ſince this reduction 
of the quantity of urine, the ulcer of the leg 
has put on a better appearance. You muſt 
excuſe the blunders of this epiſtle, which is 
written at a very bly ſeaſon of the year,

ſhould bave anſwered it immediately, had I 
not been unavoidably prevented. I with; I 
could give a new theory leading to a more 
ſucceſsful practice; as a rational theory muſt 
be formed from obſervation, our facts in this 
diſeaſe are ſtill too few. Any theory muſt, 
therefore, be ſpeculative; ſpeculative, as the 
opinion I have formed, may now be, it may 
by your aſſiſtance become more rational, but 
even ſpeculative as it is, it comprehends 
chiefly the opinion of Cullen, with ſome va- 
riety; however, I ſhall reſerve it until I 
again hear from you.

: with. to record his cafe. 

In my firſt letter to you, I nk that 
befides the diabetes and phymoſis, Capt. M. 
had a diſcoloration along the ſhins, a veſica- 
tion on the inſide of the leg, terminating in a 
cutaneous 
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cutaneous ulcer, with a pulpy-lecling tumor 
under the lower jaw. _ 

The day after I wrote that letter to you, 
Capt. M. had the additional ſymptoms of a 
gout on the great toe, with increaſed dryneſs 
of the tonge, cramps of the muſcles of the 
leg, and a deep ſeated ſenſation, of what he 
termed live blood, about the abdomen, cor- 
reſponding with the direction of the emulgent 
and other large veſſels of the trunk. The 
ulceration about the leg increaſed to about 
two or three inches circumference. The tumor 
under the lower jaw broke and diſcharged a 
large quantity of cream-like matter, and ſkin- 
ned over as rapidly as a primary chancre; 
whereas, the ulcer on the leg dried into a 
ſcab like a ſecondary venereal ulcer. And 
he has two or three marks of theſe cutaneous 
ulcerations, where the ſcab and the diſcolora- 
tion ſtill remain. Theſe appearances ſeem to 
me, to be alſo theoretic difficulties. Asthealum 
began to keep up a perpetual heart-burn, I 
ordered Capt. M. the bark by itſelf, in large 
quantities, and had ſuggeſted to him a deſire 
to excite perſpiration, in order to give the 

; kidnies 
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kidnies time to recover their tone. This led 
Capt. M. to attempt a remedy which be had 
often heard would excite perſpiration. 
The remedy was a draught of cold water at 
bed-time: It produced perſpiration, a good 


night's reſt, and a conſiderable alteration in 
his motions. Until he took the cold water, 
the coſtiveneſs was ſo great as to occaſion 
pait with the loſs of blood at every effort to 
expel the feces. Whereas, from the time of 
taking the water, the bowels were relieved 
daily by a motion, which was neither too lax 
nor too coftive. By perſiſting in draughts of 
water, and the bark, he gained fpirits and ap- 
petite, and the nrine diminiſhed to the quan- 
tity of five pints lefs, in the twenty-four hours, 
than the quantity of liquids ſwallowed.

I have long thought from che 8 
ſmell, which is blended with the ſtinks of ſali- 
vation wards, that the ſaliva of the patients of 
ſuch wards would yield a conſiderable quan- 
tity of ſugar: And that the clammy ſweats 
of a dying perſon would alſo yield ſugar. 
Mr. Holwell, when confined in the black 
hole at Calcutta, obſerved the pleaſant taſte 
of his own perſpiration. F And gardeners are 
known occaſionally to haſten the ſaccharine 
ſecretion of fruit, by partly breaking the 
branch which ſuſpends the fruit; by which 
means, the. nt being weakened, it ſooner 
becomes 
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becomes acted upon by the ſtimulus of heat. 
At leaſt, ſo I would explain the fact. When 
a woman who has plenty of milk begins to 
wean her child, ſhe finds as the milk dimi- 
niſhes, the ſweetneſs of it alſo diminiſhes; 
and when the milk is very ſparingly to be 
extracted, it acquires a faltiſh inſtead of a 
ſweetiſh taſte. 'T have at preſent, a patient 
vho may be ſaid to labour under a' ſalivary 
diabetes. He is a pauper patient, a lad of 
about ſixteen or ſeventeen years of age. He 
looks very pallid, but complains of no pains. 
He eats, drinks, and ſleeps well. The faliva 
the firſt week I ſaw him had no unpleaſant | or 
particular taſte, but the flow of it is immode- 
rate night and day. I ordered him to ſwal- 
low the ſaliva always when awake, and to take 
bark, ſteel, and ſmall doſes of opium, three 
times a day for a week. At the end of this 
week's plan, he ſaid that the flow of the ſaliva 
was as great as ever, and that its taſte was 
become ſweet. What adds to the ſingularity 
of this boy's caſe is, one of the teſticles hes 


at the abdominal ring. Te ſympathy be-

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tween. the teſtes, and the parotid glands, in 
the. cynanche parotidea 1 is well known. 

I ſhould have been very happy to have aſ- 
certained whether the ſerum of Capt. M' 8

M. remained ſo weak I could not propoſe 
bleeding, and now he feels himſelf ſo much 
better. he would of courſe. think it unneceſ- 
ſary.

This patient was of about 
fifty years of age, and naturally of a lean ha- 
bit: His gums: were ſore, his prepuce af- 
fected, his urine ſweet, and its quantity, alter- 
nating with a diſcharge by the bowels, varied 
from ten pints in the twenty-four hours to 
half a pint. Dr. Lubbock put the patient 
upon a diet of animal decoction, cold meat, 
and milk, and gave him ſmall doſes of opium, 
which plan mitigated the diabetic ſymptoms. 
Dr. Lubbock tried alſo the hepatized ammo- 
nia, without being able to diſcover from it 
any advantage. He alſo at my requeſt or- 
dered this patient one day a diet of river fiſh, 
and the next day a whiting, or ſea fiſh. But,

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contrary to the obſervations of my patient, 


very little alteration was obſerved from the 


firſt day's diet: And on the ſecond day of 


eating the fiſh, the quantity of the urine was 
diminiſned. The patient on the ſecond day 
had a motion extraordinary, ſo that probably 
the diabetic ſymptoms were rather increaſed 
than diminiſhed, though they vere not ſo 


_ evidently increaſed by this diet, as in my pa- 


tient. Dr. Lubbock had intended to have 
omitted the milk in this patient's diet, and 
more rigidly to have confined him to animal 
food. But the temptation of drink, at the 
late Norwich election, cauſed the patient to 


deſert from the hoſpital, and prevented Dr. 


Lubbock from being able to extend his expe- 
riments on this patient, or to learn any thing 
more about him. Dr. Lubbock found in this 
caſe as he had done in two former diabetic 


patients, that no ſort of external application 
would relieve the phymoſis, but that it was al-
